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EPIDEMIOLOGICAL REPORTS

Diarrheal disease

Dr. R. C. Boylan, Colorado State Department of Public
Health, has supplied information on the high incidence of diar-
rheal disease in an urban area of the State. A relatively high
incidence was first reported from military establishments lo-
cated in the city. A high rate of absenteeism due to gastro-
enteritis at these facilities was noted and the possibility of
water dissemination was considered. However, cultures of
stool specimens revealed no recognized pathogenic bacteria,
including pathogenic Escherichia coli. An epidemiologic in-
vestigation, which included a random sample of families in the
area, indicated no significant difference in attack rates of per-
sons using the city water supply and those using other sources.
An attack rate of about 14 percent in the civilian population
was essentially the same as that found in personnel of the mili-
tary establishments.

Although the city water supply is substandardand in recent
months, bacteriologic studies have shown enteric contaminants
and chemical tests have indicated low chlorine residuals, the
recent high incidence of diarrheal disease on the basis of thes
epidemiologic investigation was considered to be a type of viral
gastro-enteritis, The water supply did not appear to be the
means of transmission of the infection.

Human rabies

Dr. A. M. Washburn, Arkansas State Board of Health, has
reported a fatal case of encephalitis in a 78-year-old woman.
She entered a hospital in Tennessee where a clinical diagnosis
of encephalopathy of undetermined etiology was made. A post-
mortem examination revealed that the cause of death was ra-
bies encephalitis. It was reported that the woman was bitten
on the leg by her pet cat T weeks prior to onset of her illness.
The cat has not been seen since.

Rabies in animals

The Ohio Department of Health has reported 220 cases of
rabies in animals during the first 11 months of 1956. This is
a third more than the number (168) for the same periodin 1955,
and almost double the 116 cases reportedin 1953. In 1954, the
total was 161. Ofthe total this year, 148 cases have beenin 11
counties along and nedY the southern border of the State.

Psittacosis

Dr. R. F. McAteer, Rhode Island Department of Health,
has reported a case of psittacosis in an adult female. This
woman became ill, complained of a cough, was admitted to a
hospital, and apparently had typical pleurisy. However, chest
X-ray findings were negative. Laboratory findings were all
essentially negative although a virus type of disease was sus-
pected. Paired sera sent to the Virus and Rickettsial Labora-
tory, PHS, Montgomery, Alabama, showed a fourfold rise in
complement fixation titer for psittacosis. The patient gave no
history of being near or handling parakeets. Pigeons were in
the vicinity of her home and droppings were numerous outside
her window. This was considered the source of infection since
no other was determined.

Dr. E. J. Witte, Pennsylvania State Department of Health,
has reported a case of psittacosis in a 36-year-old woman.
She was employed by adepartment store and worked at a coun-
ter where pet birds were sold. Diagnosis was based on clini-
cal symptoms and a complement fixation titer of 1:64 for psit-
tacosis. Birds in the store originated from a New York dis-
tributor. The birds handled by the patient had been sold and
could not be traced.

Botulism

The Los Angeles County (California) Health Department
has reported a case of botulism in a 47-year-old woman who
ate home-canned potatoes. None of the potatoes were avail-
able for laboratory tests and the jar had been washed and ready
for re-use. Washings from the jar showed negative results.
Laboratory examination of the contents of an unopened jar also
showed negative results. The woman became ill the day fol-
lowing ingestion of the potatoes, and died 10 days later. The
diagnosis of botulism was made on the basis of clinical and
pathological findings.

The Fresno County (California) Health Department has re-
ported a case of botulism in a man who ate some pickled pigs
feet. This man went to work one Tuesday but was sent home
because he had a headache, vomited, and was staggering. The
next day he was unable to report to work and his caretaker took
him to a hospital, but a physician was not available. The care-
taker became alarmed and took the man to see a private phy-
sician who performed a spinal tap and found it negative. Later,
the man was found dead. An autopsy performed showed some
pathological changes in a section of the intestine suggestive of
food poisoning. A specimen of the food was submitted for lab-
oratory tests. The specimen was highly contaminated with or-
ganisms and the presence of botulism toxin was not demonstra-
ted. However, a heat labile toxin has been isolated.

Gastro-enteritis

Dr.Maynard H, Mires, Vermont Department of Health, has
reported 2 outbreaks of gastro-enteritis—both associated with
improper food handling practices in school lunch programs. In
the first, 80 percent of the 114 students in a school became {11
3 hours after eating egg salad sandwiches. The sandwiches had
been prepared the night before and were left unrefrigerated.
An investigation revealed that one of the food handlers had an
infected lesion on her thumb at the time she cut up the eggs.
Hemolytic Staphylococcus aureus was isolated from the egg
salad. The second outbreak was in a small rural school where

- 6 students and their teacher became ill from 8 to 18 hours
after eating lunch. This meal consisted of hamburger, gravy,
and mashed potatoes. The hamburger had been handled a great
deal and paracolon organisms have been isolated from it. The
same organisms were isolated from stool specimens from the
patients.

The Missouri Department of Health has reported an out-
break of gastro-enteritis affecting about half of the 435 students
and staff in a school. Vomiting, diarrhea, and abdominal cramps
occurred from 4 to 6 hours after a noon meal. Inadequate
refrigeration of some of the food consumed was noted, and
S. aureus was recovered from a specimen of turkey, dressing,
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and gravy. One of the cookshad loose stools the day before the
outbreak but stool cultures taken 5 days later were negative.

Dr.R. F. McAteer has also reported an outbreak of gastro-
enteritis among 1,200 persons in a school in Rhode Island. Of
these, 24 became ill from 22 to 24 hours after eating turkey
and gravy at the school. The gravy had been made 24 hours
earlier and was left unrefrigerated. No food was available for
laboratory tests.

The California State Department of Public Health has re-
ported an outbreak of gastro-enteritis among persons in an
industrial plant. The plant cafeteria has modern facilities and
has always been found satisfactory when examined by the local

health department. Twenty-two cages were reported—6 from
1 shift and 16 from another 2 days later. The illnesses were
characterized by nausea, diarrhea, and cramps, but no vom-
iting, from 3 to 3 hours after eating roast beef, which was
served to both groups. At first it was thought to be a mali-
cious act of a cook who had been discharged on the day of the
original outbreak. However, no evidence was obtained to sub-
stantiate this suspicion. Although the offending food has been
established as the roast beef, laboratory tests failed to estab-
lish the etiology. Several sources of chemical poisoning were
investigated but none could be definitely implicated. Bacteri-
ological studies were also made, but with negative results.
